Announcement  that  Monday’s

School  Readies  Apartment 
Opening  Spring  Quarter 


One  hundred  and  twenty  Brig- 
ham Young  University  coeds  are 
going  to  become  pioneers  in  mod- 
em cooperative  living  beginning 
spring  quarter. 

The  first  two  of  16  women’s 
units  will  be  ready  for  occupancy 
next  week.  When  the  last  of  the 
16-apartment  units  are  complet- 
ed—probably  before  fall  quar- 
ter— almost  1000  women  will  be 
housed  on  the  northeast  corner 
of  the  campus. 

Each  of  the  two  new  units  con- 
tain 10  apartments,  with  room 
for  six  girls  in  each  apartment. 
One  of  the  units  will  have  an 
extra  apartment  for  supervisory 
personnel. 

Ben  E.  Lewis,  assistant  treas- 
urer, said  this  week  that  the 
Housing  office  was  still  accept- 
ing applications  for  space  in  the 
new  housing.  He  indicated,  how- 
ever, that  women  who  were  al- 
ready housed  in  Provo  under  ren- 
tal agreements  would  not  be  con- 
sidered for  the  school’s  new 
apartments  this  year. 

' The  new  cooperative  housing 
units  are  equipped  with  conveni- 
ences that  would  be  found  in  the 
most  modern  home.  Two  auto- 
matic washers,  and  one  dryer, 
as  well  as  a large  amount  of  line 
space  will  put  washing  on  the 
verge  of  a pleasure  for  the  col- 
lege girls. 

In  the  large  kitchen,  girls  will 
ifind  all-steel  cabinets,  electric  re- 
frigerator and  range,  and  two 
kitchen  tables.  The  bathroom  fea- 
tures a tub  as  well  as  separate 
shower  and  two  wash  basins. 

Probably  the  most  unique  fea- 
ture of  the  buildings  are  the 
roomy  living  room-lounges  that 
occupy  a central  spot  on  each 
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ONE  FOR  HONOR 

We’d  like  to  commend  the  studentbody  on  completely  observing 
the  Honor  Code  this  quarter.

Unfortunately,  all  6400  of  us  are  not  sinless  Saints,  and  a 
knowledge  of  human  nature  tells  us  that  violations  have  occurred 
but  do  not  mar  the  record  because  of  failure  on  the  part  Of  fellow 
students  to  report  the  offenders. 

During  this  final  week  it  would  be  well  to  remember  that  he 
who  fails  to  report  a violation  is  equally  as  guilty  as  the  cheater.  His 
is  not  the  crime  of  commission  but  one  crime  of  omission. 

The  honor  system  cannot  function  without  the  full  support  of 
both  students  and  faculty.  We  feel  that  the  Honor  Council  has  done 
a magnificent  job  in  educating  the  students  to  a full  realization  of 
the  importance  of  keeping  their  own  individual  honor  bright.  We 
would  now  like  to  see  the  students  gain  a better  understanding  of 
their  duty  to  help  their  brothers  and  sisters  do  the  same. 


SOUND  THINKING 

In  days  past,  many  attitudes  have  been  developing  on  campus 
that  indicate  the  sound  thinking  that  has  gone  into  the  ideals  and 
ambitions  of  the  students  of  this  school. 

A certain  wise  man  a few  years  back  mentioned  that  "the  letter 
killeth  but  the  spirit  giveth  life.”  This  doctrine  has  good  chance 
of  being  completely  forgotten  as  we  get  cluttered  up  with  details 
and  measurements. 

However,  we  wish  to  propose  two  compliments,  first:  to  the 
people  who  have  been  thinking  seriously  of  the  ideals  presented  on 
this  campus  in  student  life  and  have  in  a usually  constructive  way 
voiced  their  ideas  to*  uphold  these  ideals;  and  second:  to  the  men 
and  women  of  the  school  for  the  way  in  which  they  have  con- 
formed to  the  “spirit”  asked  of  them  by  the  General  Authorities. 

By  most  standards,  the  Y is  far  ahead  of  the  majority  of  schools 
on  the  practice  of  ideals  of  the  church.  Many  cheers  and  bouquets  to 
those  students  who  have  made  formals  over,  discarded  sweaters, 
and  haven’t  said  much  about  it;  for  putting  up  with  the  recent  wave 
of  righteousness. 

Another  wise  country  scholar  said  a few  years  back,  that  “To 
the  pure  things  are  pure.”  We  hope  this  might  be  thought  through 
carefully  in'  future  times.  It  is  certainly  the  greatest  ambition  of  all 
concerned  to  have  a standard  that  is  of  the  highest  caliber  in  our 
school,  but  we  hope  that  this  attitude  will  not  be  carried  to  the  ex- 
treme and  through  this  extreme  lose  sight  of  nur  goal. 

It  takes  a very  close  understanding  of  the  principles  involved  to 
come  forth  with  a tolerant  attitude  when  dealing  with  righteousness, 
and  so  may  this  be  our  policy  in  future  times.  “As  a man  thinketh 
in  his  heart,  so  is  he!”

Last  week,  when  Joseph  Stalin 
ruler  of  all  the  Russians  and  a 
few  millions  of  other  people — 
died,  a life  filled  with  intrigue, 
treachery,  murder,  and  immense 
power  came  to  its  end.  The  death 
of  such  an  extraordinary  man 
caused  world-wide  comment. 

In  our  own  country,  the  press 
gave  an  almost  unanimous  ver- 
dict of  the  life  of  Joseph  Vissari- 
onovich Dujugashvili  (Stalin  was 
one  of  the  names  he  used  as  a 
revolutionary  and  later  adopted). 
The  dissenting  voice  among  the 
nation’s  editorials  came  from  the 
Daily  Worker,  the  organ  of  the 
American  Communist  party. 

“Humanity  has  lost  tilie 
greatest  man  of  our  time.  . . 
Stalin  meant  that  a new  era 
had  dawned  for  mankind,  an 
era  of  peace,  democracy  and 
socialism,  an  era  when  man- 
kind was  marching  to  a high- 
er stage  of  human  happiness 
and  freedom.  . . As  humanity 
bids  him  farewell,  his  vision 
of  peace,  democracy,  social- 
ism, and  finally  communism 
will  grow  brighter  with  gen- 
erations.” 

To  contend  that  Stalin  did 
bring  “peace,  democracy.  ...  a 
higher  stage  of  human  happiness 
and  freedom”  into  the  world 
would  be  ridiculous.  That  he  did 
the  opposite  is  self-evident.  Ev- 
eryone knows  there  is  more  or- 
ganized turmoil,  war,  and  slavery 
in  the  world  than  ever  before, 
and  we  also  know  that  one  single 
man  was  guiding  the  force  of 
oppression.  That  man  was  Joseph 
Stalin. 

But  the  assertion  of  the  . 
Daily  Worker  that  Stalin  was 
“the  greatest  man  of  our 
time”  will  bear  appraisal.  He 
truly  was  a very  extraordin- 
ary man.  He  was  undoubted- 
ly the  most  powerful  man 
that  has  ever  lived,  and  he 
stands  without  a peer  in 
many  ways,  but  does  he  mer- 
it the  title  of  greatness?

Apparently  a new  critic  has  been  born  on  the  Y campus  who  has 
made  some  rather  rash  statements.  In  justice  to  the  great  comic 
opera,  The  Bartered  Bride,”  we  are  compelled  to  disagree  with 
music  “critic,”  Linda  Worsley’s  comment  on  the  “Bride’s”  quality. 

Although  a nationalistic  opera,  “The  Bartered  Bride”  has  found 
universal  (if  not  the  UNIVERSE’S)  approval,  having  been  “received 
with  immense  enthusiasm”  throughout  Europe  and  enjoying  “re- 
markable success”  since  its  Met  debut.  It  has  played  to  capacity 
audiences  in  over  2,000  performances  at  the  National  Opera  House 
in  Prague.  The  libretto  has  been  translated  into  23  languages,  so 
great  has  been  the  popular  demand  to  her  this  music  of  Smetana. 

Critics  of  reput  such  as  Salazar,  Nef,  Baker,  Lang,  Einstein, 
Bagar,  and  Biancolli  have  sung  the  praise  of  this  opera:  “.  . . the 
rhythmic  firmness  of  the  melodic  style,  in  the  melodiousness  which 
combined  simplicity  and  fineness,  they  also  spoke  the  universally 
intelligible  language  of  inspiration;”  “The  Bartered  Bride  will  re- 
main one  of  the  most  engaging  pieces  in  the  repertory  of  the  lyric 
stage,  equally  enjoyable  in  Bohemia  and  in  America;”  “. . .a  supreme 
technical  composition  and  a mastery  of  form;”  "...  a most  signifi- 
cant work  of  the  best  type  of  popular  art.” 

The  undersigned  do  not  set  themselves  up  as  recognized  critics 
in  the  musical  world,  but  they  can  testify  to  the  general  excellence 
of  director  Don  Earl’s  production  even  when  contrasted  with  per- 
formances in  its  native  country  of  Czechoslovakia. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  director  Don  Earl  failed  to  consult  critic 
Worsley  before  “mistakenly”  choosing  “The  Bartered  Bride,”  rely- 
ing wholly  upon  his  own  judgment  and  the  generous  praise  6f  other 
critics  the  world  over.

Judged  by  this  standard, 
Stalin’s  claim  to  greatness 
is  indeed  an  illusion.  And  to 
make  it  more  plain  the 
words  of  Stalin,  himself — 
twisted  out  of  their  intended 
meaning — will  help  to  ques- 
tion his  right  to  greatness.

(the)  October  (Revolution)  and 
the  director  of  the  Communist 
part  of  the  Soviet  Union  and  the 
director  of  the  Comintern — some 
kind  of  miraculous  Hercules  and 
the  like.
